Mr. Wort is a member of the asoscia- 
tion traffic committee but was unable 
to attend the meeting. Approximately 
100 shippers and receivers of freight 
In Wisconsin attended the sessions. 


The impending freight rate increase 


was fully discussed and plans were 
made for procurement 
of complete 


freight transportation 
data for the 


preparation of Wisconsin's case to be 
cresented to the Interstate Commerce 
:ommission at a hearing in May. The 
Srst hearing at which the carriers op- 
trating in Western Trunk line terri- 
tory will present their case will be held 
In Omaha, starting Jan. 23. Tho Wis- 
consin Manufacturers association traf- 
fic committee will be represented at 
the meeting by G. C. Campbell of Osh- 
kosh, committee secretary, and John 
Davy, Sheboygan. 


The work of securing the data for 


the set-up of the case has been assign 
ed to 75 traffic men of the state, includ- 
ing Mr. Wort. Complete freight trans' 
portation data from practically every 
shipping center in the state will.be 
procured and sent to the Wisconsin 
Railroad Rate commission, which 
will be assisted in its compilation work 
by members of the traffic committee ol 
the Manufacturers' association.

Says Nurse '

cuously to Appleton school children, 
but they might be with a physician's 
prescription provided some plan of 
examination of school pupils for-goi- 
ter be made. Miss Mary Orbison, city 
school nurse, said this week.

Only four 
assemblymen voted against the investi- 
gation. 


There has been considerable criticism 


of the conduct of the state highway com- 
mission during the last few years and this

should do much to clear up this situa- 
tion. 
If there are irregularities in the 


highway commission they 
should 
be 


brought to light and those responsible 
for them- ousted. The state highway com- 
mission is perhaps the most important 
department in the state government and 
its conduct at all times should be open 
and above board. Of course there is 
bound to be a certain amount of criticism

and their findings are being applied day 
by day in scientific methods of reforesta- 
tion and in new methods of cutting the 
daily amount used in these industries. As 
yet. however, only the surface of this 
large and important field has been touched 
and their remains much to be done be- 
before we can sit back, secure in the 
knowledge that a comprehensive program 
will insure the preservation of our forest 
lands.

legislation must be passed soon to cen- 
tralize forest research in the department

Washington, D. C. — How to grow 


old gracefully and how to add years 
to one's life were two of the most im- 
portant 
subjects 
discussed 
at 
the 


community 
health 
meeting 
of the 


American College of Surgeons held 
in this 
city. The former was hand- 


led by Dr. Charles H. Mayo, of the 
famous Mayo 'Clinic at 
Rochester, 


Minnesota while the second was the 
theme of Dr. George David Stewart, 
of New York, president-elect of the 
College. 


Both these distinguished surgeons 


stressed the point that there is no- 
thing so important to the average in- 
ylividual in the matter of his health as 
the taking of a health inventory at 
regular intervals. 


People are 
literally 
committing 


suicide by the thousands, according 
to Dr. Stewart, because they neglect 
to submit themselves to expert physi- 
cal examination periodically. "Have 
the machinery looked over before the 
knock comes," he advised, 
and 
he 


counselled further that the examin- 
ation 
should be made, 
not 
by the 


family doctor, but by a group of spe- 
cialists. The modern hospital, he add- 
ed, is prepared to provide such an 
examination for a nominal fee. 


"We now may add ten years to life 


by personal care, if we begin young 
enough," said Dr. ?.-Iayo. "The Amer- 
ican Medical Association has taken up 
the slogan, 'Have a birthday exam- 
ination.' in order that you may take 
an account of stock and guide your 
future activities according to it. Such 
care, in fact, as you now give to your 
automobile."

.tir<»H by any police ollicer of any 
driver of an unlicensed vehicle before 
M.iv '3. but the section 
alto states 


tnat no person shall operate any such 
\ohicle unless same has been register- 
ed. If any person operates such vehi- 
cle with out a license at any time he 
violates tho sirst provision under sec- 


tion 55.04 and he is subject to the 
penalty provided in section S5.2I. 


"If you have sufficient proof and a 


warrant is secured in advance, such 
person can be brought before the court 
on such a warrant. However, you 
cannot an<»s>t any driver for violat- 
ing this section without a warrant 
before May 1."

Edward Nordman, state commissioner 
of markets, declared before the Farm- 
ers' and Homemalsers' "Week meeting 
Friday. 


"This explanation should make It 


clear,' 'he said, "that when- 1 speak 
of an equitable distribution ot wealth 
' I do not advocate the idea of putting 


Income on an equality basis. I am op- 
posed to the power of grabbing; advan- 
tages in the form of privileges and the 
use of these privileges to exploit pro- 
ducers, but outside of that everyone 
Js entitled to what he earns and giving 
it to him is not only just to the indivi- 
dual but good public policy as well. 


'The methods and the effect of this 


exploitation are 
so poorly compre- 


hended at this time by even our most 
educated and intelligent citizens that 
it is an exceedingly difficult task to 
get it properly considered. The result 
of the misunderstanding as to who are 
the real exploiters in modern society Is 
that the most powerful of them have 
almost a free hand to keep on while 
they blame for the conditions which 
they create is laid on the shoulders of 
legitimate business enterprises. 


"Since no fundamental improvement 


in marketing conditions can be brought 
about until compensation is based 
strictly on service, the essential thing 
is to determine who it is that deprive: 
the masses of their purchasing power, 
thus cui tailing consumption and cre- 
ating periodical market surpluses. I 
will refere only to one form of exploi- 
tation, namely the monopoly of natur- 
I 
al resources which is more harmful 
I t h a n all the other combined and which 
V^in fact is responsible for many of the 
m 
other forms of exploitation. This form 


I 
of exploitation annually 
diverts bil- 


I 
lions of dollars from the pockets of the 
I 
actual producers to those of the cx- 


I 
plotting classes. 
I 
"Since the recipients of those enor- 


mous revenues can spend only a. very 
small part of their income for their 
personal needs they naturally divert 
the greater portion of it to capital pro- 
duction and arc, therefore, a large fac- 
tor in producing the surplus which is 
responsible for poor markets, unem- 
ployment and inadequate prices. 


There are three classes of natura 


resources involved in these exploiting 
processes, these being city land, min- 
ing land and water, power sites. Nine- 
ty-nine per cent of all of the 
land 


•values in the country are secured frotr 
these types of natural resources and 
the billions of such values that go in- 
to the possession of private owners are 
unearned. This wealth is unearned be- 
cause its possessors have done nothing 
to earn it. 


"You will notice that In enumerat- 


ing the type of natural resources which 
give rise to unearned incomes I omit- 
ted farm lands. The reason for this 
omission is that farm land-has no 
values comparable to those which are 
attached to the classes of natural re- 


•vsources mentioned above. To detaon- 


fc.rate this fact it is necessary to poin' 
out that land values are values that 
attach to land over and above 
the 


value of improvements thereon. For 
example, a farm could not be consid- 
ered as having any land values unless 
it yielded an income in excess of in- 
terest returns on tho value of the im- 
provements and personal property as 
well as depreciation on these 
factors 


besides compensation for the labor and 
managerial services required to oper- 
ate such a farm. I contend that Wis 
consin farms will not produce an in- 
come in excess of- the' items enumer- 
ated and that, therefore, Wisconsin 
farmers have no land values. Even in

SNOW LOADER SHOWS 
TERRIFIC POWER AS 
CGUNCILMEN LOOK ON 


New Machine Tears into Ice 


Covered Pile of Snow in 
First Demonstration 


At the first demonstration of the 


Xclson snow loader, 
recently 
pur 


chased by the common council for 
S3.000. the machine showed its power. 
It was tried out before the street and 
bridges committee of the council Fri- 
day afternoon on a large snow bank 
on S. Walnut-st, just off "W. College- 
avc. More than 200 people watched 
the initial try out. 


The snow bank was about three feet 


high and was covered with ice about 
three inches tihck. The machine ate 
into the bank, tore the ice loose and 
completed the job in a short 
time. 


The try out was a fair test, it was 
pointed out by R. T. Hackworthy, 
street commissioner. 


The "pick up" end of the snow load- 


er consists of a "mouth" about five 
feet wide. This digs into the snow 
bank. In the center of the mouth is 
an endless chain of scoops \\hich car- 
lies the snow to the top of a long arm. 


Inside the "mouth" and on each side 


of the scoop chain, are 
corkscrew 


contrivances which carry the snow to- 
ward the scoops. 


After reaching the top of the arm 


the snow falls into a movable chute 
directed by the operator of the loader 
and turned in any direction. A truck 
drives beneath the chute and the op- 
erator directs the scoop until the truck 
is loaded.. The machine is capable 
of loading a truck in from one to two 
minutes. With the eld shovel method 
it took from 10 to 15 minutes to do the 
same work.
